One large capitalist 1s understood to have 
offered him $500,000, but this and the others were 
declined The firm was composed of E. C, Sted- 
man and his son, Frederick 8. Stedman. Their 
offices are on the third floor of No. 32 
Broad street.

Howling Negresses Mob Three White Wom- 
en for Flirting With Their Husbands,

in the city was on the street. The yells of the 
former and screams of the latter lent terror to the 
spectacle. Hatless and coatless the men rushed 
about like mad, and the women followed in the 
throng, Cries of “Knife ’em!” and “break their

A Diplomatic Visit to a Strange 
Land, : 


The Corean Government—At the Court of 
His Majesty the King—The Corean 
Saddle—A Royal Reception, 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 13.—A letter re- 
ceived’ from an official ot the Monocacy, the 
United States steamer which conveyed Minister 
Foote to Corea, gives some very interesting facts 
about the people of that strange country, the cer- 
emonies attending upon the arrival of the party 
there, and the exchange of the treaty for tnat of 
the Corean Gevernment. As the worla knows 
less of Corea than any other nation, and as the 
United States was the first to penetrate the veil 
of mystery which has enveloped that country, the 
report of what was seen there is the more inter- 
esting. “The landing of the party,” he says, “was 
not an imposing spectacle, according to modern 
ideas, as the rise and fail of the tide (thirty feet) 
leaves a wide mud flat exposed at low water. The 
party had to be carried ashore on the backs of 
the men.

him. 

The old man straightened his back ana scraping 
several large siuices of SS off his fore- 
head with bis thumb said they were up at Twenty- 
eighth and Clark avenue.

August Dunkel, the old man who killed Frank 


ing at the City Hospital. The inquest was begun 
at noon to-day. Bernard Overman testified: “L 
reside 1908 Cherokee street and am s0n-in-law of 
the deceased, who was 70 years of age, a widower, 
born in Germany and a gunsmith by occupa- 
tion. Last Sunday pight I heard some 


shots fired about 9:30 on the sidewalk, 
infront of 1910 Uherokee street. 1 wus going 
to the street and met the deceased coming to my 
house. He livea with me. I asked him what was 

oing on, and he said ‘shooting’, and passed on. 
in about a minute I heard another shot from the 
direction of my back yard. No one ventured into 
the yard to see what occurred, until Officer Kor- 
mano came. We knew the deceased 
was wey much excited, and feared he 
wight shoot some of us. We _ discoverea 
the deceased sitting on a bench in a lattice-worked 
power with the pistol stili in his bund and the 


‘plood pouring from a wound in his right temple. 


He was removed to the City Huspital, When I 
went to the street'I ascertained that the deceased 
had shot Frank Wahi, who died next day. I toid 
the officer before the deceased was 
taken away that he had better be 
searched, as I had reason to believe he car- 
ried a large amount of money about bis person. 
On opening his clothes I removed a belt from his 
person, and in company with the policeman ft 
went to the Second District Police Station, and 
there saw the money counted out, which amount- 
ed to exactly eighteen nundred dollars, which 
was left in the hands of the police.” 

The following verdict was rendered; “That the 
deceased August Dunkel caumeto-his death about 
7:10 p. m. August 15, 1883, from a gunshot wound 
in the brain, inflicted npon himself by a bail fired 
from a pistoliu his own hands after having in- 
flieted a wound in the abdomen upon Frank 
Wahl, from which the said Wahl died August 


-13th, with the same pistol be used in taking his 


own life.” 
THE CASE SUICIDE. 

A verdict of suicide will be rendered by Coroner 
Nidelet to-day aiter hearing the remainder of the 
testimony concerning the death of Addison Case. 
A. L. Tyler, the proprietor of the shooting gallery 
atthe northeast commer of Cuestnut and Fifth 
streets, to-day testified that the deceased came in 
and tried his skili siuooting. After firing with a 
rifle he picked up a_ revolver and firea 
one shot scoring 10. He then proposed to sliovot a 
second time, but suddenly turned, and without a 
word of warning placed the revolver to the right 
side of his head, just back of the ear, and jodged 
tie bullet in his own brain.

Take Camden; gur rate on firsi 
class from St. Louis is $115; the Iron Mvuuniaiu 
charges $150. Look at the second class. Our 
rate is $1, aud their’s $130. Take fourth class; 
our rate is 73 cents, and their’s 90 cenls per low 
pounds. As far as the difference in favor of. St. 
Louis is concerned, just go out in the other office 
aid look at their tariff sheets between Chicago 
und Gaivesion and St. Louis and Galveston, and 
you will see how they are favoring this city. 

The reporter was shown the Soulhwesiera rate 
sheets, aud sure enuugh the rates were found to 
be buta few cents in favor of St. Louis, as the 
luliowing figures siiow:

THE LAST SAD RITES. 


The RKemains of Fireman O’Gorman In- 
terred this Afternoon. 


The funeral of Engineer O’Gorman, who died 
Tuesday evening from injuries received in an ac- 
cident, took place at 2 o’clock this afternoon from 
‘bis late residence, 1806 Park aygnue. Relatives 
and friends in great number visited the bereaved 
ones during the day, offering what little consola- 
tion they could. Towards 2 o'clock the room in 
which the remains were placed was thronged with 
people desiring to obtain a last look at the dead 


fireman. The remains were exposed to view in a 
handgvome casket. At the head of the 
casket, on a stand, was a magnificent 
column of white flowers, the shaft being about 
three feet in ‘height. The base, composed of 
tuberoses and ter-roses bore the letters “E, 
O’Gorman”’ in purple immortelles. 
THIS TRIBUTE 

was from the companions of the deceased at No, 7 
Engine-house, To the right.was another floral 
offering in the shane of a large heart, composed 
also of white flowers with the letters ‘12 aud 18 
F. DD.” worked inin purple. Another beautiful 
memorial was a mass of flowers in the design of a 
shield. This bore the inscription “No. 21 and 
No. 5, H. L.” In addition to these de- 
signs innumerable hand bouquets were 
scattered about, and in the hands 
of the corpse was placed a small floral cross. Be- 
hind the fioral design, representing a broken 
columbn, Was a brass candelabra, In which wax 
candles were burning. On a sofa in one corner of 
the room and sitting near it, were the widow and 
children of the deceased, in mourning attire. Mrs. 
©’Gorman, who has never recovered from the 
shock she received when her husband was brought 
home from the accident, and has scareely eaten 
since, was in a state of complete exhaustion, 
having frequent spells of fainting. When 
the bell struck 2 o’clock there was 

A CRY OF DISTRESS 
from a number of women present, 
which had a painful effect upon all who heard it. 
At that time the firemen who were detailed to 
attend the funeral marched out of No. 7’s house. 
and over towards the residence of the deceased, 
Chief Sexton and Assistant-Chief Brennan at 
their head. There were two men from each com- 
pany in the ranks. 

BEHIND THE TWO CHIEFS 

were the nall-bearers, Messrs. W. Hall and H. 
Smith, from No. 1; J. Ulttig and J. Welch. No. 7; 
H. Saislin, No. 18; B. Wetzell, No. 8; E. Thorne, 
No. 21, and B. MeKinuan. H. & L. No. 3. 
They filed into the house and around 
the casket, passing out into the street aguain. 
Here they formed tn oven order, and the pall- 
bearers with the coffin passed between them to 
the hearse, The scene when the lid of the coffin 
was shut down was paintul in the extreme. The 
women grew hysterical «nd the children cried in 
a distressing manner. The carriages containing 
the Chiefs and pall-bearers led the funeral to St. 
Vincent’s Chureh, where the Roman Catholic 
service for the dead was read, after 
which the cortege proceeded t Calvar 
Cemetery, where the remains were interred. 
The funeral was a very long one, theré being a 
great line of carriages.

REAL, of the Custom House, Mr. MCKINNON 
ambuscaded a suburban drive one afternoon 
and had the melancholy satisfaction of sur- 
prising HopKINs and Mrs. McKINNON by 
seizing their buggy horse by the bridle. 
“I’ve got you at last,” shouted McKIn- 
NON. “‘For God’s sake, Dave, don’t shoot,” 
exclaimed HopxKINS as he sprang out of the 
vehicle and took to his heels, regardless of 
Mrs. McKinwon’s crying “Murder!” “He 
will kill me!” at the top of her voice. Quite 
a collection of passers-by stopped and took 
in the scene, and two divorce Cases are ex- 
pected to grow out of it. e 

It is such scenes as this that make bald 
heads so numerous and wig-makers so pros- 
perous in Brooklyn. 


MARYLAND CORRUPTION. 

The Democratic Governor of Maryland 
has published a letter which, being a con- 
fession of the acts and ‘short-comings of his 
own party in Maryland affairs, will be re- 
garded and denounced by some of its mem- 
bers as rank treason. Itis, in fact, an ad- 
dress to Democratic voters, arraigning the 
official malfeasance and showing up the vio- 
lated pledges by which Democratic ascend- 
ency is being brought into disrepute through 
the control ef the GoRMAN Canal Ring 
over the party machinery. 

Opposition to the objects and methods of 
that ring has divided the party into two fac- 
tions. Gov. HAMILTON was neminated and 
elected inspite of the ring’s opposition, but 
it managed the Legislative committees and 
other officials so as to tie his hands and*pre- 
vent the reforms promised in the party plat- 
form, and now vaunts its power to put some 
more yielding man in his place, 

The result, according to Gov. HAMILTON’s 
showing, Is the continuance of various use- 
less and costly offices, one of them confer- 
ring a salary of $1,800 a year for superintend- 
ing a telegraph line one mile and a half long, 
which has never been used; the continuance 
of unnecessary expenditures which have 
cost tax-payers not less than $500,000 in the 
last three years; the continuance of gross 
and startling abuses, looseness and disorder 
in various branches of the public service 
until now delinquent officials owe the State 
$772,738 08. And in addition to all this he 
declares that the entire sinking fund of 
the State has been used for other purposes. 

Whenever the Governur of a State makes. 
such a showing against his own party and 
calls on its voters to “turn the rascals out,” 
either by reform within the party, or, failing 
in that, by an independent movement, he is 
bound either to reform it or wreck it. Any 
party which tolerates such abuses and al- 
lows a managing ring of bosses to suppress 
all tendencies to reform within the party, 
ought to be wrecked. No party long secure 
in power can keep its machinery out of the 
hands of managing rascals unless it watches 
them with jealous vigilance and courageous- 
ly crushes them when detected. The recent 
indictment of Baltimore city officials for 
gross corruption indicates that there is some- 
thing rotten in Maryland, and that the Gov- 
ernor has sounded the alarm not a moment 


too soon. 
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A NEW DEBT QUESTION. 

A novel and interesting question of Fed- 
eral responsibility for State bonds is to be 
submitted to our Supreme Court through the 
intercession of the German Minister in be- 
half of German bond-holders. It is a case 
growing out of the Republican party’s recon- 
struction policy in keeping Georgia so long 
out of the Union and under military govern- 
ment for partisan ends. 

That State had hastened to re-habilitate 
her government in compliance with every 
public requirement after the war, but it 
suited the Republican managers to deny her 
all recognition as a State, and to keep her’ 
for years after the warin the relation of a 
conquered territory, outside of the Union, 
without autonomy, and in a condition of ir- 
responsible political pupilage, governed en- 
tirely by military orders from the headquar- 
ters of the Federal army. During that 
period the officers of the United States then 
governing Georgia issued and sold to German 
capitalists, at 90 cents on the dollar, what 
purported to be Georgia State bonds, and the 
proceeas' were applied to the re-building 
of a Georgia road. The State’s interest in 
that road was fraudulently conveyed toa 
ring during the reconstruction process, and 
when Georgia was reinstated in the Union 

recognized Government retused to 
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She took the ground that the money was 
borrowed and expended py authority of the 
United States and that the bondholders 
must. luok to Washington for their pay. 
Judge 0. A. Locnrane, formerly Chief 
Justice of Georgia, as atterney for the bond- 
holders, admits that Georgia got the money 
and ought to pay it, but argues that, if she 
refuses, the Federal Government is respon- 
sible for it, because it was the only Govern- 
ment recognized or existing in Georgia at 
the time, and its officers and agents 
loan and expended the 
proceeds. Judge LocHRANE is probably 
aware of the fact that the Supreme 
Court cannot compel either Georgia 
or the United States to pay bonds, but he 


‘and his clients seem to hope that either of 


the two will, respect an opinion of the 
Supreme Court declaring which is in law 
justly responsible for this debt. 

Whether the Georgia Government that 
issued these bonds was lawful or unlawful 
it certainly was a de facto government,. and 
public law holds the de jure successor re- 
sponsible for such debts. ‘The money in this 
case was borrowed by a de facto government 
of Georgia for her use and expended for her 
benefit. If she chooses to repudiate the debt 
the Federal Government is under no more 
legal or equitable obligation to pay it than 
to pay the municipal debts of a village in the 
Territory of Utah. | 
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SHORTLY after the death of President Gar- 
FIELD a movement was started in this city 
looking to the erection of a monument to his 
memory. The matter was piaced in th 
hands of our genial and public-spirited 
citizen, Mr. 8S. H. LaAruin. At first the con- 
tributions came in well, but ina short time 
Mr. L. was compelled to make personal 
efforts in order to keep the enterprise before 
the public. He rafsed in all something over 
$3,000. This not being deemed sufficient to 
erect a creditable monument, nothing has 
been done and Mr. LAFLIN now holds 
the money subject to order. Not a 
penny has been subscribed to the fund 
for months. Mr. CHARLES MCcCLARAN, 
one of our most respected citizens, 
yesterday suggested that this fund be divided 
among the Orphan Asylums of the city, and 
the projected movement be abandoned. He 
based his suggestion upon the idea that the 
recent revelations touching Mr. GARFIELD’S 
personal and political character rendered it 
doubtful whether he was entitled to a public 
monument in St. Louis. The satirical Ham- 
let has expressed the hope that “a great 
man’s memory may outlive his life half a 
year.” Mr. GARFIELD was not a truly 
great man, and although his memory still 
abides with us it is more than probable that 
we have passed the monument-building per- 
iod for him. The emotions produced by his 
untimely taking-off have subsided, and even 
the smallest politicians are now flinging 
stones at his tomb. Still, the people of St. 
Louis have raised a small fund for a monn- 
ment to his memory. The monument must 
be built or the money must be refunded. It 
cannot well be donated to another purpose. 


MAJOR EDWARDS, of the St. Joe Gazette, 
who is whooping up the cause of protective 
tariff in the advocacy of SAM RANDALL for 
Speaker of the House, refers to the New 
York World, Louisville Courier-Journal and 
Atlanta Constitution, which are opposing 
him, as “‘newspapers of immense sensation 
proclivities and questionable Democracy.” 
lt is with difficulty, we presume, that Major 
EpwaAkps refrains from reading these 
feeble sisters out of the party. He is only 
restrained, it is reasonable to believe, by the 
fact that when these journals are driven into 
the wilderness, there will be really but one 
newspaper of prominence left to do battle 
for the Democratic party—the St. Joseph 
Gazette. For some unaccountable reason 
the Major does not feel himself equal to the 
task of holding the entire party up by the 
tail, though his seeming modesty really over- 
powers us.

NEw YorK, Aucust 16.—The World says; “The 
surface indications in Ohio have convineed the 
astute politicians of that State that Arthur and 
Foster bave organized a mutual benefit society, 
Arthur is to help Foster to the Senate, and in re- 
turn Foster is to secure Ohio for Arthur in 1884.

Where the Keaders of the Post-Dispatch 
Get a Hearing. 


ST. Louis, August 15, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

“Oh, Lord, how long?” City weeds breed ma_ 
laria and hay fever, carpet shakiug disseminates 
infectious germs, and the world is now menaced 
with Oriental plagues, whether cholera or some- 
thing worse, the doctors cannot decide. So long, 
however, as it isa “pestilence that walketh in 
darkness” and a “destruction that wasteth at 
noonday,” we laymen will not be so anxious 
about its diagnosis as about our protection from 
it, Wecannot halt it, as did the late General 
Skobeleff, with the Ozar’s despotic authority, the 
plague that invaded Kussia just aMer its war with 
Turkey by burning up every abode of if as 
fast asit was discovered. We have to proceed 


by only the methods the people, by ordinance or 
law, adopt, Let us be prepared, at our best, in 
every lawful way, for our safety. The world’s 
rupid transit can, in less than eighty days, convey 
disease around the globe. All should take an act- 
ive interest m establishing precautions. This is 
not croaking, but the prudence of rational fore- 
sieht. But just now we have before our eves, and 
scattered throughout the populated portions of 
the city, very effectually for their most 
successful mischiets, numerous sources 
of danger to the pubitic health. These 
consist of large plots of the rankest growth 
of the rankest weeds, and of the shaking of Ccar- 
pets froin rooms in which infections, sickness and 
deaths from infectious and contagious diseases 
have occurred. With regard tg the weeds they 
have been and are now sending forth the pollen 
of their anthers, which, according to some profes- 
sional opinions, tend to produce hay-fever, and 
soon thzy will begin to fallto the ground, where 
they will, under the influence of the 
sun’s heat, ferment and produce wmala- 
ria for our isonous inhalation. 
We have created a Board of Health, and confidea 
to it the great trust of guarding the public health 
from the dangerous causes that the individual 
citizen cannot suppress. Why does it not operate 
against these plots of weeds, ano the shaking of 
carpets in populated portions of the city, as well 
as against a dead horse, or a pond of water, 
whieh, not unfrequenily, prevents rather than 
promotes malaria? 

I will not say that the Board of Health is not 
informed of these disease-breeders. It would re- 
flect upon its official intelligence and fitness, but 
I venture to say that its negiect of them shows a 
lack of fidelity to the pubiie welfare in its charge 
that challenges serious apprehension. Its atten- 
tion has been repeatedly and ineffectnally cailed 
to these dangers, and nowthe exclamation is 
“Oh! Lord, how long” will this dangerons apathy 
continue?

Matt. Lewis Congratulates Himself 
on Being in the Same Realm 
with Reporters. 


He Talks About His Narrow Escape from 
the Gallows, and the Influence of a 
Crap-Shooter and Oock-Fighter in 
Church Matters. 


“I didn’t expect that I'd be here talking to a 
reporter this morning,” said Matt Lewis, as he 
took a chair beside a Post-DISPATCH represen- 
tative in the City Jail to-day. Seven years ago 
Matt Lewis, who was known in Washington and 
Jefferson Cities, Mo., as Matt Bolton, was com 
mitted to jail on a charge of murdering his wife, 
who was found in the hallway of building. No. 817 
Market street with her throat cut from 
ear to ear. After eleven months’ confine- 
ment he was sent to trial, and since then the 


case has been a very mysterious and interesting 
ove. He had three trials, and on his last trial was 
convicted and senteuced to be hung. The case 
was appeaied and a stay of execution was granted 
until the 15th of August, 1883. That date came 
and the Sheriff found himself without any authori- 
zation to execute the man who was out-living the 
lease of life granted by thelaw. The day has 
passed and developed anew legal complication 
thot may leadto the most ansuspected resuit. 
What animus Matt had in sending for a reporter this 
moruiny did bol develop during the conversation. 
He literally came up smiling and sai: “Well, I'm 
still kickin’, but I guess they’il hang mevet. I 
felt pretty blue last Tuesday and Wednesday. an’ 
I didn’t expect I was going to be whar’ thar’ 
were any newspaper reporter this mornin’. I 
don’t know just how my case stands now, but I 
leave everything to my attorney, Mr. Bishop. 
I didn’t have anything tw say Tues- 
day or esterday, when 1 thouggqt I 


morning and found myselfalive | thought of a few 

things | wanted to say, an’ 1 might just as well 

say ’em now as when they hang me, and they are 

going to hang me sure as I’m a poor nigger.’ 
“WHAT IS IT YOU WANT TO SAY?” 

“T want to say this, that I’m under sentence of 
death an’ I guess I’m goin’ to be hung and I 
didn’t kill that woman. and when “[ 
go to the scaffuld l’il say the same thing. 
A great deal of the colored people have a preju- 
dice against me, and I don’t kuow why. I never 
did anything in my lile to make them mad at me, 
except to vote the Democratic ticket once in 
Jefferson City when B. Gritz Brown was running 
for an office.” Mitt feels particularly resent- 
fulat Rube Armsirong, the coiored cock-fighter 
and proprietor of a place on Christy 
avenue. ln _—ithis he is backed by 
facts, for since the beginning Armstrong 
has displayed more than the ordinary citizen or 
tax-payer’s interest, and in this matter, as in 
many others, has laid himself open to the imputa- 
tion of currying favor with the police, which, un- 
der tie circumstances, is a wise course for him to 

ursue. Speaking of Armstrong’s interference, 

ewis said: “I don’t Knuw what I ever did to that 
mau to mike him work against me and get up per 
ured testimony. The _ testimoay is _ per- 
ured because one of the witnesses 
twld me =herself that she got $15 for 
sweariug against me, She toid me this herself 
right here in jail, but not until she thought I was 
going to be hung. That’s the way with all these 
things. I’ma nigger and without money, ana I 
can’t find these thiugs out until its too late to do 
me any good. Now I asked Rev. A. 8S. Warner, 

astor of M. E. Zion Church on Morgan street, 

etween Jefferson avenue and Beaumont 
street, to take up a cojlection for 
me. He since refused to ao __—80, 
stating that I was aCatholic and asinner. Now, 
that don’t make any difference.

and I am in trouble aud helpless. My friends tell 
me that Mr. Warner is a kind-hearted. good mau, 
and that he was warned against taking up the 
collection by amauthatl know must be Arm- 
strong.” 

“Were you prepared yesterday fer execu- 
tion?” 

“Yes; 1 was prepared yesterday for crucifixion. 
Did you notice yesterday. Did you notice 
how dark it got and how it rained. Well, 
nature was mourning for me; for an innocent 
man being crucified. In 1879, when Joseph Dago- 
niv, an innocent man, Was taken out of this jail to 
zo to Potosi to be nace it got darker and rained 
barder than it ever did that I know of, and as 
soon as the Governor’s respite came the clouds 
broke and the sun came oat as brightas it ever 
did onthe tairest spring morning. I am the 
happiest man in this jail this morning, al- 
though I expect they’ll hang me. This 
thin raises a new int in my case, 
but f don’t know that it will do me any good. I 
ain’t like Kring, I’ve got no money. I have never 
paid Mr. Orrick Bishop a cent whe. the four 
years he has had charge of my case. On the con- 
irary be has always given Me money. I now owe 
$22 50toa man; this was the only thing that 
bothered me last week and the fore part of this 
week, when I thought I was going to be a corpse 
by this morning.” 

This occurrence in the case raises a very impor- 
tant point. The stay granted had expired, and as 
there was no court in session to resentence Lewis

A House Visited Regularly by the 
Spirit of a Former Owner. 

An Unweleome Visitor—Strange Noises and 
Occurrences—Hard on the Servant Girls— 
Digging for Buried Treasure—What the 
Mediums Say—A Headless ‘Dog. : 


_ Inthe northern part of the city, not many 
blocks from the river and not very far out of the 
rsh and life of the business streets, stands a two- 
story brick house. There is nothing remarkabie 
in its appearance.

spite of her uncanny guest. She says she 
ig pot a_i Spiritualist aud does not Delieve 
in spiritualism, further than that which she bas 
experienced cannot be easily explained in any 
other way than by the interference cf some super- 
natural agency. She hau two young children with 
her when she first went to live in tne house. The 
children siept in the dibing-room aud she slept in 
the front room back of tue parlor. It was not 
long before strange noises were heard in the 
rooms. One of the most Common sounds was that 
of someone rocking in an easy chair and at every 
movement of the chair ihe rustie of silk could be 
heard as if the persou was a lady dressed in silk. 
This frequentiy happened at ali hours of the day 
and night; sumetimes the rocking and rustling 
would be Leard right in their midst as they were 
seated around the room and soipetimes 
it could be heard in the dead ofnight. it wasa 
regular ceaseless rock of the chairand rustle of 
silk.

An oid lady who was staying at the house was 
siltiug one evening about 6 o’clock in the hailway 
near the door leading tw the back porch,when she 
distinctly saw What appeared to be an enormous 
black Newfoundland dog without a head walk up 
on the porch, aud, approaching to within a sbort 
distance of her, stood for a few moments and 
thea gree ace f disappeared. The old lady gol- 
éemuly averred the truth of her statement, and sat 
in the same place at the same time evening after 
evening ln hopes of séciag the apparition again, 
but the

did not materiauze. The lady was unable 
to keep a _ servint, not only on ac- 
count of the noises, which frightened 
them, but because every servant she hired, soon 
after they came, Would be seized about the shoul- 
ders by invisible hands and whirled out of the 
door. The servants vever allowed this treatment 
to occur more than once beiore giving short no- 
tice. They generally preferred visible hands on 
their suouiders. Tie lady relates one exceeding- 
ly strange occurrence.

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Dio Lewis’ Arguments Against the Fashion in 
Wasps’ Waists—Mothers who Torture Their 
Children Day and N ght—Chains and Pad- 
locks Used to Keep the Deadly Contrivance 
on Young Girls. 


Writing of woman’s figure, the editor of Dio 
Lewis’ Monthly in the August number for the 
present year makes a strong argument con- 
demnatory of the use of the corset and tells some 
Stories of maternal cruelty that remind one of the 


‘ haif-savage tortures Chinese children are submit- 


ted to, The declaration is made and based upon nu- 
merous studies from Marshall's “Great Anatom- 
ical Atlas’’ that man’s waist is naturally smaller 
compared with his shoulders than is the woman’s 


waist compared with her shoulders. The dress- 
maker, however. says that that shape in a wom- 
an’s chest, which does not taper trom the shoul- 
ders down to the waist, as a man’s does, is in bad 
taste, and she sighs with a weight of responsibili- 
ty when she reflects that after the Creator has 
finished his work upon a woman, it takes her 
twenty years to twist that woman into shape. 
Outline figures reproduced from celebrated works 
of art are shown side by side with the figures in 
fashiou-plates, and in the latter. the wasp-waists 
aré in queer contrast with the full and perfect 
forms of Cleopatra, Taonas, the Venus de Medici 
and the Venus de Milo, which the editor 
of the Monthly assumes to be the clinching 
point of his argument. His article on corsets in a 
previous number of the periodical calied outa 
great deal of severe comment and avery general

to woman’s healih,and Dr. Alfred Chadwick of 
London going 20 far as to say that both boys and 
girls should, between seven and ten years of ages, 
put on corseis, and after that not allow their 
waists to enlarge.

“Perhaps,” Lewis continued, “it 1s unnecessary 
that I should argue that such treatment of the 
feet is harmful, though I do not forget that 300,- 
000.000 intelligent people believe in small feet. We 
do not. We believe that our feet, like our hands, 
shoula be left free to grow to their natural size 
and shape. * * * Probably it would be difficult 
10 find a Chinaman who can rise above this cruel 
prejudice in regard to smal]l feet. Itis somewhat 
difficult to find any one among Us Who Can see 
beauty in a natural female form, while

CHRISTINA IN PARIS. 


The Arrival at Night.of a Very Sorry 
Royal Party. 
From London Truth. 


The special providence which maintains 
the royal caste gave a striking exampie of its 
power on Friday evening. I had witnessed, 
fifteen years ago, the advent of Queen Isa- 
bella and her royal family at the Pavillon 
Rohan Hotel, in the Rue de Rivoli, and I 
was present last week at the arrival of her 
daughter-in-law, Queen Christina, at the 
terminus of the Eastern Raiiwav. ‘There was 
something inexpressibly Bohemian in the 
exiled Spanish royal family when they 
dropped down here from Pau. They looked 
more like strolling players who had had a 
bad season in the provinces than his- 
torical personages who still had well- 
filed coffers. Don Francisco entered car- 
rying a parrot and a favorite Angora cat. 
and jJeaning on the arm of a young grandee, 
too handsome to be manly, who might have 
been a jeune premier. Heand Marfori nad 
an altercation in the corridor. ‘Pine Queen 
was wrapped up in a bright tartan shawl, 
and was blue from cold, but lively. Sue 
talked at least to balf-a-dozen persons ata 
time on the stairs, and in a boisterous or 
hilarious manner, according to the nature of 
the order she had to give or the communica- 
tion that she had to make. A Chawwberilain, 
who had been seen from the Tuileries along 
wich M. Feuillet des Conches, did not know 
what to make of her.

The reporter took one of the brand recom- 
mended to’ him, lighted it and began to 
smoke. “I have to putup considerabie cigar 
flavor,”’ continued the drug man, “and I sup- 
puse some people wouldn’t find it so difficult 
a thing to quit smoking if they knew what 
the popular flavors are made of. On second 
thought, though, | don’t think it wouid 
make any difference, The fact that old ci- 
gar stumps are worked over into cigarettes 
and smoking tobacco, though thoroughly 
ventilated in the newspapers, never cured a 
smoker of the habit.” 

“Tell me something about these flavors,” 
said the reporter. 

“Well, since youinsist on it, I will. A 
flavor I have made a good deal of—it’s a fla- 
vor that, in the language of the trade, makes 
a ‘ten-cent cigar for five cents’—is made as 
follows: Guim guiac, gum toiu, tonqua beans 
and essence of pineappie, of each one ounce; 
valerian root, two ounces; laudanum (tinct- 
ure of opium), one ounce; oil of rose, six 
drops; Jamaica rum, halfa pint; macerate 
for thirty-six hours and pour off, using one 
ee to a pint of port wine, to blow on the 

liers.

Dynamite Struck by Lightning.

About a month ago the company operating 
the sait mines at Avery’s, or Petit Anse, 
Iberia Parish, La., received a large quantity 
of dynamite for blasting purposes. ‘he 
same was stored in a magazine situated about 
400 yards from the works. Large trees were 
in cluse proximity. On Saturday, July 21, a 
few minutes past 12 o’clock, a terrific storm 
burst on the island. Torrents of rain feil, 
aud peal after peal of lightning rent the 
skies. ‘The workinen had barely left and 
reached the boarding house situated at some 
distance fromthe works, when the lightning 
struck the magazine, and immediately there 
tollowed an awful explosion.

M. Corpi’s Pleasant {Sojourn Among 
Greek Brigands and tiis Ransom. 
Constantinople Cor. New York Herald. 


Mr. Corpi, whose capture by a band of 
brigands was announced a short time ago, 
has at length been released upon the pay- 
ment of a ransom to the amount of £1,100. I 
had the pleasure of meeting the gentieman 
yesterday as he landed ai Kadikioi from the 
steam launch which had brought him from 
Ismid and of gathering from his own lips 
the following interesting details of the af 
fair:—He had left Constantinople on the 
first day of say to inspect a silk factory be- 
longin to the family at a smal! village called 
Tepekieni, near Caramoussal, on the South- 
ern shore of the Gulf of Ismid. There was 
a piece of land in the vicinity which he 
wanted to buy, and on the Thursday after- 
noon he went out with the ‘‘I'chorbajee” 
(head man) of the village to take a last look 
at the ground before closing the bargain. He 
never dreamed of the slightest danger, for 
the place was almost within a stoue’s throw 
of the village and no one during his three 
days’ residence at the factory had mentioned 
the existence of brigands. He weit perfect- 
ly uvarmed, secure, as he thought, in the 
company of the Tchorbajee. The inspection 
was over aad he was just lighting a cigarette 
preparatory to returning woen he suddenly 
found himself surrounded by alot of wild 
looking fellows armed to the teeth. He was 
not frightened in the least, for he knew 
what their game was and felt sure that the 
ransom would be speedily arranged. Indeed, 
they were not bad fellows at all, these brig- 
ands, and he should always look back with 
pleasure to the few days he spent in their 
company. 


A GENTLE BAND.

He was kept well supplied with 
good fvod, fresh bread, with roast mutton 
and pilaff,the provisions being brought every 
day from Nihori by one of the band, who

The men were amerry set 
of fellows, who sang and danced for his 
amusement, and but for the anxiety he knew 
his detention would be causing his friends 
he would not have minded spending a month 
among them instead of the eleven days his 
captivity lasted. No threats were ever used 
with the view of extorting a higher ransom. 
The negotiations were conducted entirely 
between himself and the Captain, and took 
place in the presence of the band. None of 
them spoke on the subject, but when the 
two principals had arrived at an understand- 
ing it was put to avote whether the amount 
should be accepted or not. A very large sum 
was demanded at first, the Captain, who 
appeared to be well informed as to the cir- 
cumstances of the — family, observing 
with a laugh, that each of the numerous 
brothers and cousins who had shared an in- 
heritance of two rich uncies, lately deceased, 
ought to contribute £1,000. 

THE RELEASE. 

The moment the ransom had been agreed 
upon one of the band was sent to Ismid with 
a letter toa Mr. Kaindanogiow, a Greek re- 
sident of that town, with whom the Corpis 
have commercial! relations. In accordance 
with the instructions contained therein M. 
Kemetrius Coipi, one of the brothers who 
had been vainly endeavoring to communicate 
with the brigands, hurried off to Kadikioi to 
procure the sum demanded and the services 
of three trusty Croats.

A DAY OF ACCIDENTS 


Details of a Frightful Collision on 
the Iron Mountain Railroad.

A Train Robbery Scare at Mexico, Mo.—How 
Two Trains were Guarded—A Stock Train 
Wrecked at Pacific City, Mo. 


A railroad collision occurred at a point on the 
fron Mountain and Southern Railroaa, one mile 
and a half from Cadet, a small station fifteen miles 
below DeSoto, yesterday morning, which resulted 
in the death of one man and serious injuries to 
two others. The engine of a sonth bound freight 


train became disabled.at Cadet early on yesterday 
and Engineer Brown Williams was ordered to go 
to Cadet and pull the train to its destination. For 
several days previous Williams had been doing a 
large amount of extra duty, and he complained 
that his mind was greatly bewildered by conse- 
quent loss of sleep. Nevertheless he prepared to 
obey his instructions and started with his “—_ 
accompanied by his fireman, Eugene If1ns- 
ton, for Cadet. His watch ran 
down _ shortiv after he left DeSoto 
and he did not discover the fact in time to avert 
disaster. Supposing he had ample time before 
him he proceeded on his way. He expected to 
meet a northbound freight train from Bismarck 
at Cadet, but lost so much time through his mis- 
taken impression that he haa plenty of time to 
spare that he lost his right of the track to Cadet, 
and should have stopped at Blackwell, five miles 
distant, In order to let the freight train pass him. 
He did not do so, however, but Kept on_ for 
Cadet ata high rate of speed. Meanwhile John 
Stephenson, the engineer of the north bound 
freight, had pulled out of Cadet station with his 
train of seventeen cars, loaded mainly with coal, 
ore and watermelons, and, supposing that Will- 
iams would side track at Blackwell in order to 
let him pass, put on a high pressure of speed aad 
let his train go. The two trains approachin 
each other on the same track met about a mile an 
a half from Cadet. Stephenson’s heavy train was 
coming on a down grade, while Williams’ engine 
was going up. Both men saw each other atthe 
samme time and each did everything in his power 
to save himself. They were too close together, 
however, to materially slacken speed and ina 
few seconds afterwards the engines came against 
each other with an appalling crash. Stephenson, 
his fireman, Patrick Glenn, and Henry Moore,the 
head brakeman, were in the act of jumping 
when the shock came, and the poor fellows were 
caught in the wreck of the engines and tender. 
On Williams’ engine neither Williams nor Pins- 
ton attempted to jump, aud both were bLuried in 


‘the wreck. Other employes on Stephenson’s train 


came to the rescue of the injured men as soon ait- 
er the accident as they could. They found that 
Williams had been scalded by escaping steam 
from head to foot. and that Pinston’s head was 
crushed in such a manner that death must have 
been instantaneous. Henry Moore s6us- 
tained a. fractured’ arm, and is  be- 
lieved to have received internal injuries. 
Patrick Glenn had half of one of his feet cut off 
and was severely bruised about the hody. 
Stephenson’s left arm was broken, and he sus- 
tained a fracture of the ribs as weil. The injured 
men remained at the scene of the accident without 
medical attendance until 2 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon, when the first passenger train up from 
the wreck brought ali of them except Glenn, who 
was taken tohis home at Irondale, to the rail- 
road company’s hospital at Carondelet. Young 
Pinston’s body was sent to his parents at Bis- 
marck. 

Dr. Outten, chief consulting surgeon of the 
hospital, stated last night that Moore and Glenn 
would probably recover, but that the chances are 
very much against Williams. 

A SCARE, 

On Tuesday night the conductor of the Wabash 
express train, which left this city for ,Omaha re- 
ceived a telegram at St. Charles from an official of 
the coad, to the effect that trouble was to 
be expected from train robbers at 
Mexico. Accordingly nine heavily armed 
employes of the road were taken aboard at Mont- 
gomery, to be ready for the robbers in case they 
shoulda put in an appearance. ‘The passengers 
being appraised of the apprehended danger 
speedily concealed whatever vuluables thev had 
with them. The train reached Mexico in due 
time, but no robbers were on hand to molest the 
train. At Moberly Junction the guard was dis- 
missed and returned home. A _ dispatch 
Lo the same tenor was .forwarded to Mr, W. E. 
Gray, assistant superintendent of the Chicago 
aud Alton Road, which crosses the Wabash tracks 
at Clark’s Switch, and he at once pressed two or 
three cowboys who happened to be on board his 
train into service and felt reason- 
ably secure against the robers. No 
robbers appeared, however. The ex- 
planation of the scareis that the scheme orig- 
inated in the brains of some young hoodlums of 
Mexico, whose minds have been fired by reading 
Jesse James literature. 

A STOCK TRAIN WRECKED. 

Eight stock cars on the Missouri Pacifie Rail- 
road were wrecked and about tlirty head of cattle» 
were killed at Pacific City, in Franklin County, 
yesterday morning. Tie accident happened as 
the train was running siowly down’ grade 
to check up at the water tank, when one 
oi the brake-siroes fell off and dropped 
into a switeb-frog. Before the brakes 
could be applied the momentum of the rear por- 
tion of the train pushed the eight cars mentioned 

into the ditch. The cattle that were injured 
ere so badly mangled that they were shot out of 
humanity. 


A GOOD MARKSMAN, 


Addison Case Kills Himself in a Shooting 
Gallery. 


Shortly before 7 o’clock last night a middle- 
aged man walked into Tyler’s shooting gallery, 
on the northeast corner of Fifth and Chestnut, 
and began to practice with arifie. After a shot 
or two he said he believed he would prefer a pis- 
tol. It was given to him and he fired once, mak- 
ing a good shot. When the weapon, along twen- 


ty-two-caliber target pistol, was reloaded, the 
man placed it across his lefttarm to take aim at 
the target. Thenhe changed his position, said 
“I never could shoot that way,’ and _ plac- 
ing the muzzle of the _ pistol behind 
his right ear, he pulled the trigger. 
The man fell on the floor without saying another 
word. Officers Howard and Hobbs, who were in 
the neighborhood, rushedin. The patrol wagon 
Was summoned, and the man taken to the Dispen- 
sury. He was unconscious from the moment he 
lired the shot, and the wound bled only very little. 
Atthe Dispensary a search through his pockets 
brought to light several letters addressed to Ad- 
dison Case. One of them was directed to him at 
325 South Fourteenth street, and was 
written by an _ 0Official of the Wabash 
Railway, informing Mr. Case that his 
services as a clerk were no longer needed. 
The suicide was sent to the City Hospital, where 
he died at 1:30 o’clock this morning. Mr. Tyler, 
one of the proprietors of the shooting-gallery, 
said that Case had come there frequently to prac- 
tice shooting. At his boarding-house, No. 325 
South Fourte@nth street, it was said that Case 
had come here from Qiuio three months ago. He 
hac tirst secured a position from the Bridge and 
Tunnel Company, but later he got empioyment in 
one of the offices of the Wabash system. Two 
weeks ago he was taken sick, and soon after word 
was sent to him that his place woula be filled if 
he did not immediately report for duty. Last 
Thursday he was well enough to go out. He left 
the house, telling the landlord that he had secured 
atwo weeks’ leave of absence. That was the 
last heard of him at that place until last night.

Turning over to Spruce on Tenth street 
Jones bit Furlong’s thumb to the bone, threw 
a coat over the detective’s face and ran intoa 
lumber-yard, followed by Furlong. Shots were 
exchanged, but the man escaped. Furlong re- 
turned and accompanied Murray with the De 
Soto man to the Four Courts, where the fellow 
was locked up onacharge of burglary and iar- 
ceny.
